Postm aster General Burleson has 
approved an amendment to the parcel 
post regulations, under 
which butter, 
eggs, fruits, vegetables, 
poultry and 
other articles 
in 
parcels 
weighing 
from 20 to 50 pounds may be shipped 
in ihe first and second zones in boxes 
and crates similar to those handled by 
express companies. 
The amendment 
provides that par­ 
cels weighing 20 pounds or less will be 
handled as heretofore and must be se­ 
curely packed in “ itch manner as to be 
safely treated in bags with other m ut­ 
ter.”

f «und frozen and those on which culti­ 
vation stopped in mid-summer, will be 
found to have stood the test very* well. 
Many reports of damage

As it rises from the surface 
its weight th**muses in inverse ratio to 
the s< 1 na re* of the distance* from the 
center of Die earth. 
Ah It descends 
below the surface its weight decrease* 
directly os the distance from Hie cen­ 
ter of the earth. 
'I fins ;i body weighing K>0 pounds at 
the .surface of the earth, which is aje 
proximately 4,(MX) miles from the cen­ 
ter, 
would 
weigh 
only 
tweuty-ffvq 
pounds at a point 4,(900 miles high. At 
twice (fie distil t i c it lins one-quarter 
th** weight. 
If we drop the same body half tile 
distance to the center of the earth or 
to a point approximately 2,000 miles 
below tile surface it will weigh fifty 
pounds. 
The reason for this is that at 2.000 
milos from the canter the body is ail 
the surface of a sphere of 2,000 miles’ 
radius. 
W hat cause* weight la the mass of 
m atter c o m b in d with distance from 
tin* center. 
A globe of 2,600 miles’ 
rudius contains one-eighth as mu* h 
m atter as a globe of 4.«*xi miles* ra­ 
dius. the size of the earth; therefor* 
only one eighth as much matt* r a t­ 
ua* ts th** body, which, if mas* \ ere 
the only factor, would at 2,000 miles 
from the center weigh ore* eighth as 
much as at the surface of the earth. 
But It is also only half as far from 
the center as it was ai the surface and. 
if distance were the only far tot, would 
weigh four times as much as on th** 
surface. 
I our tunes otie-eigbth is one 
half; therefore it weighs half what It 
would ut th** surface. 
Now, suppose we drop this Iwdy to 
the very center of the earth and see 
what it would weigh.
